NO PLANS MADE FOR ELECTIONS 


A Number of Townships Are Wait­ 


ing to See What Action is Taken 


in This City.

A Fast Train May Be Run Over the 


Southeastern. 


Although Jackson county will be 
come autom atically “ wet” in April 
when the two years’ period for which 
it w a s voted “ dry’’ under the county 
local option law will t ip i re, reports 
from the various towns in the county 
have been received that no steps have 
thus fa r been taken towards calling 
elections under the new law which 
went into effect today. 
A number of 
the townships were voted “ d ry” by 
remonstrance before the local option 
law w a s enacted, but in some of these 
there seems to be a sentiment to let the 
saloon come back for a time at lea-d. 
One reason why this is true is be­ 
cause under the new law each town­ 
ship must vote as a unit, and some of 
the people who are in favor of option 
and temperance declare that it is a l­ 
most useless to prohibit the sale in 
one township when in the adjoining 
township the people vote for the open 
saloon. 
At Brownstown the open saloon h a s 
not 
been iii 
existence for several 
years, 
that 
township having gone 
“ dry” under the remonstrance law. At 
that time there was some opposition 
to the movement upon the grounds 
that such a step was useless when 
Seymour 
was 
“ wet.” 
When 
the 
county option law was enacted, how­ 
ever, the temperance 
people 
there j 
were in favor of the law and worked 
to have the entire county “ dry.” , ru­ 
der the new law the city of Seymour 
will he a unit and the various town­ 
ships in the county will each he sep­ 
arate units. 
A t the present time there are many 
people 
at 
Brownstown 
who 
voted 
“ dry” at the last election, who de­ 
clare that they are in favor of waiting 
until Seymour takes a stand before 
calling an election. 
If 
this 
city 
should vote “ wet” there would prob­ 
ably be much opposition upon the 
part of many 
of 
the 
Brownstown 
people to voting in favor of prohi­ 
bition. 
Crothersville was al><> “ dry” before 
the Ideal option law went into force, 
and many of the citizens there were 
active in the fight for county option. 
However, 
nothing 
ha-- 
been 
done 
there to call an election limier the 
new law. 
W hile many people there 
are not in favoring o f prohibiting the 
open saloon, it is the general opinion 
that Vernon township will tx* “ dry.” 
Medora and Vallonia 
have 
also 
been without the legal saloon for sev­ 
eral years, but there seems to he some 
doubt, at least, as to whether a step 
will be taken to prevent liquor being 
sold at those places. 
There seems to 
he a feeling in the two places that it 
would be useless to vote one “ dry” if 
the other town should declare in favor 
of the saloon. 
A number of citizens 
in both places who were in favor of 
county option at the previous election, 
have stated that they will not take an 
active part in tile fight again, espec­ 
ially if Brownstown should permit the

It can hardly he expected that the 
showing will satisfy the citizens of 
Brownstown, although since the re­ 
port was issued some time ago show­ 
ing a loss in the county aud the later 
report crediting Seymour with a de­ 
crease, tin* citizen" of the county seat 
had been bracing themselves for a 
blow from Mr. Durand. 
While there 
had I lee it various estimates made by 
Brownstown people as to the imputa­ 
tion of the place, there was a feel­ 
ing that it should run about the same 
as ten years ago. 
Recently, however, 
many have been looking for the census 
report to show a loss for the reasons 
mentioned above. 
A prominent citi­ 
zen of the county seat said this a fter­ 


noon that there had been a slow hut 
steady gain there, that at lea."t fifty 
new houses had been built in the last 
ten years and that the town had not 
suffered by the loss of any factories.

A number of the older I 
citizens now living in Seymour w ill■ 
remember, Gen. Marshall as he was j 
very prominent, having served ii" In- { 
diana Agt. 
Upon receiving the word 
from M arshall, Johnson aud M iller 
went to Rockford to look for tlie 
slaves, hut instead of crossing \\ bite 
river to Rockford they crossed it 
above near Tipton’s Island. 
On the 
road between Rockford and (O I ii rn - 
bus, the slaves were overtaken and 
brought to Brownstown, where they 
remained for a two days’ rest before 
starting back to Kentucky for the 
reward. 
Johnson concluded he would travel 
alone, and when Miller found this 
out he secured a horse and followed 
Johnson in order to obtain his share 
of the reward. 
When Miller reached 
died ; a small place this side of. Jefferson­ 
ville he met a negto traveling in the 
opposite direction and recognized him 
to be one of the men he had assisted 
iii capturing and who had gotten aw ay 
from Johnson who with the slaves 
was some distance in advance o f, 
Miller. 
M iller tied the negro and 
started oti to Kentucky, but had not ! 
gone fa r until he met Johnson return­ 
ing after the escaped captive.

th ey were well calculated to deceiv e 
th e av erage tradesman. 
Th e bogus 
h alf dollars h ad been coined with steel 
dies and were ex act facsimiles of th e 
genuine In all ex cep t, th e metal th ey 
contained. Th ey p assed readily among 
th e foreigners, esp ecially about th e 
French market. 
Op erator 
James 
Fitzp atrick, 
wh o 
was at th at time in ch arge of gov ern 
ment secret serv ice affairs In New Or 
leans, began an inv estigation for th e 
p urp ose of ferreting out th e source of 
th is bad money . 
After weeks of anx 
ious watch ing It was learned th at, a 
y o ung girl 
wh o 
dally 
v isited 
th e 
French 
market for th e p urp ose of 
buy ing family p rov isions bad. as regu­ 
larly as sh e came, loft a bogus h alf 
do llar. Sh e wore a tattered dress and 
there was a sorrowful ex p ression set­ 
tled about h er p allid y et Interesting 
features. 
It was th e gentle and de­ 
jected ex p ression of h er countenance 
that first attracted th e attention of 
Officer Fitzp atrick. 
Th e Gascons and 
Italian doalers about th e market h ad 
nev er made a comp laint in regard to 
the bad mo ney , as th ey could readily 
p ass it off o n one anoth er o r at th e 
co ffee ho uses alo ng th e riv er front.

NEW IN ASTRONOMY 


Prof. McMillan of Chicago Univer­ 
sity Doubts Nebular 
Theory. 


Af One Could Throw 
Baseball 
Hard 
Enough It Would Never Touch 
Earth— Sun Must Eventually Ex­ 
haust Its Energy. 


Kansas City, Mo.—Could you stand 
tan top of a high building and throw a 
•baseball around the earth? 
Certainly, 
says William Duncan McMillan, profes­ 
sor of astronomy In the University of 
Chicago, “if you throw it hard enough. 
“The moon,” he said, "is falling to­ 
ward the earth at the rate of one-twen­ 
tieth of an inch a second, and the 
garth is falling toward the sun at the 
rate of one-eighth of an inch every 19 
miles. 
But the moon never will fall 
into the earth and .he earth never will 
iTall into the sun. 
The reason is that 
while the earth Is falling toward the 
«un, at the same time It Is falling out­ 
ward from it sufficiently to keep the 
tam e relative distance. 
If you stand 
on top of a high building and drop a 
baseball it will travel to the ground 
Un a straight line. 
But lf you throw It 
outward It will reach the ground in a 
(Curve, and the farther you throw it the 
.greater will be the arc it will de­ 
scribe. 
If you should throw It far 
'enough it wouldn’t strike the ground 
a t all, but would continue in a curve 
all around the earth and come back 
lo your hand. 
That is what the earth 
in doing—it is being thrown around the 
isun every 24 hours and never strikes 
1t.H 
- Astronomy, the oldest and most ex­ 
act science, nevertheless, is discover­ 
ing something new all the time. Prof. 
McMillan 
asserts. 
Great 
progress 
has been made even in thd last ten 
years. 
“Most of what we know 
about the 
etaTS," he said, "we have learned quite 
(recently. 
We know them now as well 
a s though we had scratched them with 
«a nail. We have reached a point where 
we almost are ready to reject the neb­ 
ular theory of the creation of the uni­ 
verse. 
We know more about the sun 
than we ever did. 
The only thing 
about that the science of astronomy 
has not outgrown is the 
Newtonian 
law of gravity—that remains and never 
can be changed. 
Mathematically, as­ 
tronomy has reached a high point of 
^exactness. 
Astronomy Is the mother 
of mathematics; it has pushed 
the 
mathematicians forward to every tri­ 
umph they ever achieved." 
“Could 
the 
mathematicians 
con­ 
struct a new solar system that would 
work as well as the present one?" 
Prof. McMillan was asked. 
"On no other theory that mathemat­ 
ics ever could evolve would the solar 
system work,” he said. 
"Change It a 
hair’s breath, and there would be a 
wreck on the main line past all un­ 
tangling. 
That does not mean that, 
perfect as It is, the solar system will 
► go on forever. 
It will not. 
There Is 
no such thing as perpetual motion, and 
some time our universe as we know ii 
will cease to exist. 
The sun has been 
pouring forth its tremendous light and 
heat for five hundred million years. 
Enormous as that reservoir of energy 
is, it must eventually exhaust itself. 
When 
it 
does 
life on the planets 
must cease." 
“About when will that happen, pro­ 
fessor?’’ 
“O say in twenty or thirty million 
years. 
It isn’t anything new for a 
sun to go o u t 
The sky is full of ex I 
tinct suns.' 
“Is it true that the moon came out 
of the Pacific ocean? 
People out in 
California say you can see the edges 
■where it was broken off.” 
“Well, It's possible, but more likely 
the moon, the earth and all the planets 
were bom of a tremendous collision be­ 
tween our sun and another sun. 
You 
can see that there would be sparks fly­ 


ing in such a smash. 
Well, our earth 
is one of the sparks." 
"Could 
such 
a 
collision 
happen 
again?" 
"It could, if the other sun were big 
enough to stand the heat. Otherwise it 
would be consumed before it reached 
our luminary. 
If a column of Ice 40 
miles In diameter and as many million 
miles long, as you choose to make it 
were projected at our sun at a velocity 
of two huadred thousand miles a sec­ 
ond, it never would get there—the sun 
would melt it. 
So you see anybody 
that reaches the sun must be able to 
stand the racket, so to speak. 
“This collision theory is 
the basis 
of the new hypothesis of the creation 
of our universe, that is displacing the 
nebular theory. 
Acording to the new 
theory the earth never was a molten 
mass. It was built cold, 
In the begin­ 
ning—I am talking humanly now, in 
astronomy there is no beginning and 
no end—in the beginning the earth 
was a relatively small fragment, and 
Its growth has been due to the accre­ 
tions of meteoric matter. For millions 
of years this matter has been falling 
on the earth, and Is falling today. The 
heat in the center of the earth sim­ 
ply Is caused by the compression of 
the outer mass which sets up 
fric­ 
tion." 
"If there is no end to matter why 
should the sun go out?” 
"The sun is nothing except a reser­ 
voir of energy, and It is sending It out 
and taking none In. I do not say that 
this energy is ending, it still will be 
in the universe, but no longer In the 
sun, and when It ceases to come from 
the sun that will be the end of the 
earth so far as life is concerned. 
The 
universe will keep on, only we won’t 
be here.”

Springfield, Mats.—Tamer than they 
have been for years, more than I,ODO 
deer were killed, it Is estimated, lo 
the state during the season which has 
closed. 
In several Instances sports­ 
men failed to get the game, because it 
was browsing in pastures with cattle, 
and could not be killed safely. 
One sportsman from Athol was ap­ 
proached by a deer, which rubbed its 
nose against the barrel of the stalk­ 
er’s gun. 
The deer was permitted to 
go Its way. 
The open season was not attended 
by any fatalities, and so far as known 
only four persons were injured. In one 
instance 
a 
sportsman shot himself 
In the foot and in another a gun bar­ 
rel exploded. 
It is expected that dead deer will 
be found In the woods 
in the 
five 
western counties for weeks, as hun­ 
dreds of the wounded animals escaped. 
Strong opposition is likely to develop 
to a further trial of the open season, 
and the protests of the farming ele­ 
ment, which is strong in the legisla­ 
ture, will be supported by prominent 
men and women in the cities.

The 
experience of many farmers is that 
grain mature enough to be placed in 
storage will

spoil on concrete 
floors. 
Says the government bulletin: 
“Corn will not mold in contact with 
them, provided there is good ventila­ 
tion 
and the roof is tight." 
For a 
corn crib choose a well-drained site. 
Excavate a trench for an eight-inch 
concrete foundation 
wall around 
the 
outside of the building 
and to the 
depth of two feet. 
With box 
forms 
of one-inch siding on 2 by 4-inch stud­ 
ding, carry this eight-inch wall to a 
height of 12 to 18 inches above ground 
level, depending upon the height of 
the drag-belt conveyors used by local 
corn shellers. 
(All 
concrete 
floors 
should rest on a fill bringing them en­ 
tirely above the surrounding ground.) 
See that the forms line up and test 
them for levelness by means of a car­ 
penter’s level. 
On a 
tight 
mixing 
board mix the concrete one part Port­ 
land cement to two and one-half parts 
sand to five parts crushed rock (or one 
part Portland cement to 
five 
parts 
bank-run gravel), all measurements 
by volume, based on one bag of loose 
cement being equal to one cubic foot. 
FiM the forms with concrete thorough­ 
ly wet and do not remove them for 
four days. There are several ways of 
attaching the studding to the concrete 
floor. One of the simplest and easiest 
is the nailing sill or plate, generally a 
2 by C-lnch piece, bolted to the con­ 
crete foundation wall. 
For such a sill, 
while the concrete is still soft, set five- 
eighths-inch bolts eight to ten inches 
long, head down, three inches in from 
the outer edge of the foundation wall 
and projecting two and one-half inches 
above the concrete. These bolts should 
be spaced not more than three feet

city is doomed to a life of 
drudgery. 
The great army of scrub 
women who swarm 
down town 
at 
evening to clear up the great office 
buildings and stores tell the story of 
disappointed lives of 
city 
working 
girls. 
Most of these women come from 
the great army of young women who, 
having become too old to serve 
as 
cooks or maids in the smart homes of 
the rich, or who have married 
poor 
men unable to support them and their 
families and are obliged to take up 
the hardest and 
most 
menial 
work 
that falls to the lot of women. 
They 
toil all night long scrubbing, cleaning 
cuspidors, dusting rugs and furniture, 
and earn only a poor, bare living. 
To 
this bitter end thousands come every 
year. 
Working girls 
In a big city taste 
little of the sweetness 
of 
life, but 
much of its bitterness. 
In order to live cheaply they must 
rent rooms In the suburbs—a long dis­ 
tance from their places of work. They 
rise at daylight, ride 
many miles in 
crowded cars, after standing, pushed 
and jostled by rough men and after 
long hours of hard work are pushed, 
jostled and crowded in the fight 
for 
standing room in the horaeward-bound 
cars at evening. 
Many of them are but little better 
than slaves. The men who hire them 
gut every ounce of work out of them I 
that they are capable of 
wringing. 
They are obliged to register the time 
of arrival at the workshop and their 
departure. 
They 
cannot leave 
the 
workroom without permission 
Tbuy j 
are often compelled to work with men 
and boys, and in many cases the sur- | 
roundings are often decidedly unpleas- i 
ant and even revolting to girls of good 
morals and clean minds. 
No factory girl can hope to 
earn 
more than a bare living. 
Her clothes i 
must be of the cheapest quality 
and ! 
her food limited to actual necessities 
Her pleasures are few, because wher­ 
ever she goes she must pay, pay, pay.

and poverty, 
which clutches the heart of every city 
working girl who has passed the in­ 
nocent and hopeful stage of youth and 
realizes what the future 
holds for 
her. 
The country girl’s opportunity for 
marrying well and rearing a family in 
comfort and independence is 
vastly 
better than that of the city girls. 
She 
has to work hard, naturally, but not as 
hard 
as 
the city girl, and her sur­ 
roundings and conditions of life on the 
farm 
In 
every 
way 
are 
health­ 
ful, hopeful 
and 
full of the possibil­ 
ities of usefulness 
and

That it w ill l» e practically impossible 
to k eep the specific appropriations bill 
down to the limit of $300.000 for 1912 
and $415,000 for 1913, recommended by 
Governor Marshall in his message, is 
the statement of Representative Jo­ 
seph M. Cravens, chairman of the 
ways and means committee of the 
house, which, with the finance com­ 
mittee of the senate, is drafting the 
appropriations measures. 
“There are 
entirely too many new buildings and 
other essentials that are needed for 
the state institutions,” said Mr. Cra­ 
vens. ‘‘So far the committees have not 
decided to grant the state school for 
the deaf the $13.000 It wants for a 
laundry and the Indiana boys’ school 
the $12.000 it wants for a new cottage. 
There must he a reduction in these 
things somew here. The regular appro­ 
priations will exceed the total appro­ 
priations of two years ago, because 
coal bills will necessitate an increase.” 
The specific appropriations made by 
the legislature two years ago amount­ 
ed to $1.800.000. 
New buildings for

sane at Madison, the new village for 
epileptics at Newcastle, the state tu­ 
berculosis hospital at Rock ville, and 
the new school for the deaf added to 
the total in 1909.

Would 
Bar 
Government 
from 
Stamped Envelope Business. 


Fight Is Once More Before Congress 
and 
Long-Standing 
Question 
May 
Be 
Settled 
at 
This 
Session. 


W ashington.— The 
question 
as 
to 
whether congress shall take the gov­ 
ernment out of the business of deal­ 
ing in stamped envelopes is likely to 
be definitely settled at this session. 
There has been considerable agitation 
over the question. 
Petitions either 
for or against legislation on the sub­ 
ject have been coming in by the thou­ 
sands every day since congress met. 
There has been established here at 
the national capital an organization 
known as the national joint commit­ 
tee, whose 
function is to persuade 
congress, if possible, to enact a law 
which will make it impossible for the 
post office department to contract for 
a new supply of these envelopes. 
This so-called national joint com­ 
mittee represents the American E n ­ 
velope Manufacturers’ association, the 
International 
Association 
of 
Photo 
Engravers, the National Association 
of Stationers and Manufacturers, the 
National 
Editorial 
association, 
the 
National Paper Trade association, the 
Printers' League of Am erica and the 
United Typothetae of Am erica. 
This 
organization is seeing to it that every 
job printer in the country forwards a 
petition asking that the government 
be no longer permitted to engage in 
the stamped envelope business. 
On 
the other side of the controversy are 
the big m ercantile houses of the coun­ 
try, end, generally speaking, the pub­ 
lic. 
Of the thousands of letters and 
petitions that are coming in, many 
are from individuals who express the 
hope that the government will con­ 
tinue to deal in stamped envelopes 
and sell them at the low rate now 
prevailing. 
Last June, what is known as the 
Tou Velle-Nelson bill, which prohibits 
the printing of special 
requests or 
stamped envelopes under the auspices 
of the 
post office department after 
June 30, 1911, passed the house of 
representatives by a vote of 192 for 
and 27 against. 
This bill is now pend­ 
ing before the senate committee on 
post offices and post roads, and it is 
In the neighborhood of this commit­ 
tee that the fight is now raging. 
The existing contract with the Mer­ 
cantile corporation of Dayton, O., was 
entered into in March, 1907, and took 
effect Ju ly I of that year. 
It expires 
by lim itation June 30, next year. W ith 
the view of inviting competition in 
the manufacture of these envelopes, 
the postmaster general asked for bids 
that were to be opened September 29 
of this year. 
He explained in the 
specification that machinery of a par­ 
ticular kind was necessary 
to 
the 
manufacture of the stamped 
envel­ 
opes, and his idea was that by open­ 
ing bids so far in advance new con­ 
cerns would have an opportunity to 
equip their plants in case they were 
successful bidders. 
The specifications 
called for the delivery to the post of­ 
fice department of 4,600,000.000 print­ 
ed envelopes during a four-year pe­ 
riod. 
The Mercantile corporation of 
Dayton was the only bidder. 
Im mediately 
after 
the 
bid 
was 
opened, the national joint committee, 
representing the organizations 
that 
are fighting the department on this 
question, 
petitioned the postmaster 
general to defer awarding the con­ 
tract until March 4, 1911. It was point­ 
ed out that the senate ought to have 
an opportunity to pass on the Tou 
Velle-Nelson bill before the contract 
was awarded. 
The postmaster general has never 
said that he would withhold theaw’ard 
of the contract in accordance with the 
petition of the so-called national joint 
committee, but he has not awarded it 
up to the time this is written. 
W hile 
he will not say what he proposes to 
do, the understanding about the post 
office department is that he w ill hold 
off until the senate has an opportu- 
nity to express its view of the con­ 
troversy.

Boys and girls come out et 
school and college wdth a smattering 
of many things, but with less know! 
edge of their bodily structure and how 
to take care of it than of anything 
else taught them. 
The loss of human 
life, efficiency and happiness through 
the ignorant eating of food and al­ 
leged food has never been computed. 
But the increasing cost of living has 
now brought the question of proper 
food to a basis where the American 
people are beginning to consider it. 
W here hygiene failed to make its call 
heard, bacon at 35 cents a pound is 
attracting attention to the need of 
cheaper and better fuel for the human 
body. 
When 
the 
American consumer is 
educated to the point where he w ill 
inquire of the butcher 
how 
many 
calories of energy pork is running 
now, instead of asking how much it 
is a pound, the era of scientific feed­ 
ing will have come, and the bugaboo 
of high prices may no longer have 
terror for the man who must eat. 
The department of agriculture ex­ 
perts have fixed the dietary standard 
for a man of full vigor and engaged in 
moderate 
muscular 
work 
at 
3,200 
calories. 
That represents the energy 
he should derive from his daily bread 
— ninety-five grams of protein. 
Be­ 
sides this amount of protein he re­ 
quires a certain amount of mineral 
matter, four to six grams of sodium, 
twice as much chlorin and a small 
amount of iron. 
The protein is in the white of eggs, 
the curd of milk, lean meat and tho 
gluten of wheat. 
This, with the fats 
of meat, butter, olive oil and the oils 
of corn and wheat, serves as fuel for 
the body and yields energy in the 
form 
of heat and muscular power. 
The m ineral matter goes 
to 
form 
bone. 
Taking meats first, there will be 
found in lamb chops 17.6 per cent, of 
protein, which is a fair yield, although 
more than half this chop w ill be wa­ 
ter. 
That, however, is true of most 
meats. 
Of fat the chop has 28.3 per 
cent, and of mineral matter but I per 
cent. 
Its fuel value is 1,540 calories 
a pound. 
Two pounds of lamb chops, 
therefore, 
would 
yield 
nearly 
the 
amount of energy prescribed for a 
day’s use, but no one cares to eat 
two pounds of lamb chops every day, 
and there are plenty of other food ar­ 
ticles to supply 
a 
variety. 
Dried 
beef, although it contains fewer calo­ 
ries to the pound than 
any 
meat 
shown on the chart, owing to its small 
percentage of fat, contains a greater 
amount of protein thany any— 20 per 
cent. 
The percentage of m ineral wa­ 
ter also is larger than any of the 
five— 9.1 per cent. 
Dried beef, there­ 
fore, is a good tissue and bone build­ 
er, but does not supply much heat or 
muscular power.

The 
department 
of 
agriculture, 
which has been experimenting to de­ 
termine 
the nutritive value of the 
food on the American breakfast, din­ 
ner and supper table, has issued a 
series of charts which show the re­ 
sults of its investigations. 
Scientifically, 
food is that which, 
taken into the body, builds tissue or 
yields energy. 
Every constituent of 
food has its purpose. 
One part re­ 
pairs the tissues, another forms the 
benes and another assists in diges­ 
tion. 
The value of any food article, 
therefore, is measured by its perform­ 
ance of these functions. The nutrients 
in food are protein, fats, 
carbohy­ 
drates 
and 
mineral matter or ash 
From these the several parts of the 
human machine take what they re­ 
quire for upkeep and fuelienergy and 
the waste is eliminated. 
Scientific feeding of rattle and hogs 
is nothing new. 
The secret of it was 
discovered early, because it was found 
There was money in it. 
The scientific 
feeding of human 
beings 
has 
not 
made the same progress because the 
stake was only human life, which has 
been cheap in all ages of the world. 
H. J W aters, president of the K an­ 
sas 
state 
agricultural 
college, 
dis­ 
turbed many people when he said that 
too much attention was being paid to 
breeding sleek cattle and 
roly poly 
hogs and too little to th© proper rear­ 
ing of healthy and muscular men and 


B R E A K S R EC O R D FO R B IL L S 
All records will be broken when 
the present house of representatives 
scores a total of approximately 35.000 
public and private bills introduced up 
to its close on March 4 next. 
This is 
a leap of more than 7,500 over the 
record established 
by the last con­ 
gress, the sixtieth. 
These figures are 
exclusive of resolutions, which so far 
in the three sessions of the present 
congress have numbered 883 simple 
resolutions, 278 joint resolutions and 
fifty-six concurrent. 
Back in the earlier congresses there 
were com paratively few measures pre­ 
sented, but, with the extension of the 
sway of the American flag to various 
insular possessions and with the host 
of river and harbor and public build­ 
ing developments, with pet projects 
for a multitude 
of 
streams almost 
never before heard of, the bulk of 
bills and resolutions has been increas­ 
ing rapidly. 
In the fifty-fourth congress 10,000 
bills introduced outdistanced all other 
records. 
This was raised by a thou­ 
sand a little later and four years ago 
the house files were 
flooded 
with I 
11,000 bills. During the two preceding j 
sessions of this congress 27,284 bills I 
were presented and up to today the 
present, session has registered 3,011. 
A flood of measures probably w ill be 
introduced in the few days following 
the reassembling of congress on Ja n ­ 
uary 5, and then the tide will recede.

Is W atching the Pennies. 


Uncle Sam has got mighty saving. 
Stamped envelopes bought one at a 
time make a return to th© government 
of nearly $400,000 a year above wffiat 
the government would get for them lf 
people bought them in packages of 25. 
You can buy 24 two-eent stamped en­ 
velopes for 54 cents, but if the post­ 
master sells them at three gents each 
or two for five cents you can see that 
several pennies are realized on each 
package. 
Once upon a time, “ in the 
good old times,” postmasfers gobbled 
up these extra pennies themselves. Of 
course, when they 
are 
buying 
the 
stamped envelopes they pay their ex­ 
act worth to the United Stahls govern­ 
ment, which is just a trifle over two 
cents for tach two-cent stamp and en­ 
velope. Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
however, has changed the old order of 
things, and requires 
postmasters 
to 
turn over ( xtra pennies to the govern­ 
ment, and postmasters are complain­ 
ing about what they call this trivial 
sort of keeping 
books 
on 
fractional 
parts of a cent a day, but they have 
been shown that the 60,000 post offices 
yield enough on these small amounts 
to reduce the post office deficit *w e ra l 
hundred thousand a year.

Origin of Custom Lost. 


Of the many dainty and curious rel­ 
ics belonging to old wedding customs 
none is more interesting and beautiful 
in themselves than the once indispen­ 
sable brid© knives, specimens of which 
still linger here and there among the 
cabinets of old country houses. 


Or you may discover, says a writer 
In 
the Queen, a 
slender, quaint, old 
pair of these ancient posy knives, in 
their delicate, faded cases, hiding be­ 
hind the glass in some sleepy, provin­ 
cial museum. 


You scarcely realize as you examine 
them that without her wedding knives 
duly attached to her girdle the mediae­ 
val 
and 
seventeenth 
century 
bride 
would hardly have considered herself 
dressed. 
So completely a part ot the 
marriage costume were th *y and so 
important an item of the ritual of the 
ceremony that they once cane lo be 
considered almost as necessary to an 
orthodox marriage as the veil and the I 
ring Itself. 
The old plays teem with 
allusions to them. 


And who can forget 
the figure 
of 
Juliet, wearing her wedding knives, 
as she stands in tragic anguish in the 
F ria r’s cell, and again when 
she 
is 
about to 
take 
the 
sleeping 
potion. 
Shakespeare in the old quarto of 1597 
made special reference to his heroine 
wearing them. 


Of the hundred and one delicate tri­ 
fles of the ancient wedding toilet few 
were Invested with more tender fan­ 
cies or mystic symbolism than these 
knives; there was first the idea of the 
severing of the knot of love and then 
the more practical suggested emblem 
of good housewifery and domestic pol­ 
icy. 
They were not 
worn 
in 
England 
alone, but all over 
Europe 
wedding 
knives formed part of the bride’s reg­ 
ular accoutrements. 
The highest 
in­ 
vention was often brought to bear upon 
their metal, brocade 
and 
shagreen 
cases and sheaths. 
In the old Flem ish 
pictures they may be 
seen 
hanging 
from the 
ladies’ girdles 
beside 
the 
bodkin, scissors and 
other 
personal 
articles of the new wife. 
Very beautiful indeed are some of 
the quaint old blades and handles, and 
all were of superior quality and artis­ 
tic ornament. 
As 
the 
rank of 
the 
bride rose to they became more elabo­ 
rately chased, 
aud 
sometimes 
they 
were jeweled to a standard of immense 
value. 
It is very curious to learn that 
many of the finest English specimens 
emanated even in those remote days 
from Sheffield. 
The precise origin of the custom of 
wearing wedding knives is lost In ob­ 
scurity, but their declines from favor 
semes to have set in after the reign of 
W illiam and Mary. In the time uf Anne 
and the early Georges the custom was 
already obsolete and archaic. 
There 
Is something almost mysterious in the 
way in which these 
beautiful 
little 
mementos have completely 
vanished 
from modern usage, disappearing al­ 
most concurrently with 
the 
Ill-fated 
Stuarts.

FARMER IS NOT BENEFITED 


Benjam in F. Yoakum, chairman of 
the Frisco lines, declares that neither 
the 
farmers 
nor 
the railroads ar® 
responsible 
f o r 
the high cost of 
living 
and 
that 
they are not the 
beneficiaries. 
He 
says it is 
up to 
the city people to 
devise some 
sys­ 
tem whereby the 
tremendous 
costs 
and profits which 
lie 
between 
the 
producer and the 
consumer shall be 
eliminated 
He 
says: 
* 
A bushel of beans brings the Flor­ 
ida producer $2.25. 
The 800-mile haul 
to New York by the railroads costs 50 
cents. 
But the consumer pays $6.40 
for the bushel of beans. 
The 
pro­ 
ducer receives 
35 per cent., the trans­ 
porter eight per cent., and the dealers 
57 per cent. 
“The average price for eggs paid to 
the farmers of Arkansas and Missouri 
! is 15 cents. 
For the 1,300-mile haul to 
New York, including 
breakage, 
the 
railroads charge two cents. 
But the 
average cost of eggs to the consumer 
is 30 cents. 
In other words the men 
who receive these eggs in the morning 
In New York and deliver them, per­ 
haps before night, charge 13 cents a 
dozen for their work. 
“ The rice farmers of Texas, Louisi­ 
ana and Arkansas cannot sell their 
rice for more than 2 Via cents a pound. 
The consumer in New York is paying 
ten cents a pound for rice. 
It costs to 
transport rice from Texas, Louisiana 
and Arkansas to New York one-half 
cent a pound. 
If the rice farmer were 
paid 3H cents a pound and the dealer 
received one cent a pound, which is 
25 per cent, profit, rice could be sold 
in New York at 20 pounds for a dollar. 
W h at * I am trying to make clear is that 
the rice farmer could receive one cent 
a pound more for his rice and the con­ 
sumer could get twice as much for the 
same money if through proper organi­ 
zation the product could go from the 
farm to the consumer, leaving one 
cent a pound to the dealer. 
“ According,to Secretary Wilson, in 
78 cities where the matter was inves­ 
tigated, the farmers receive less than 
50 per cent, of what the consumers 
pay for milk, the railroads seven per 
cent, and the dealers 43 per cent 
“ On articles of food for which the 
farm ers 
receive 
$274,289,000, 
the 
freight 1)111 was $25,045,000 and the ex­ 
penses and profits of the 
middlemen 
were $164,813,000. 
In other words, in 
addition to the freight, the expenses 
of handling and the profits were over 
sixty per cent. 
"T h e problem Is not one of trusts 
and tariffs, but of providing some sys­ 
tem of getting food products from pro­ 
ducer to consumer without so much 
expense and so many profits.”
